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No Time 
To Bathe 


Baths had to be delayed, dish­ 
es sat overnight and there was 
a shortage of drinking water for 
a tim e in Roselle last Friday 
night. 
The water shortage cam e af­ 
ter the “worst, m ost expensive 
water line break 
in 
R oselle’s 
history,’’ 
according 
to 
Jerry 
Botterm an, 
superintendent 
of 
public works. 


M aintenance crew s worked off 
and on for 23 hours before the 
w ater situation was under con­ 
trol. Som e 300,000 gallons of w a­ 
ter escaped from the leaking 
m ain before a 
four-inch 
hole 
was discovered underneath the 
10-inch pipe on 
R oselle .Road 
between Central Road and the 
M ilwaukee Railroad tracks. 


ROTTERMAN said the appar­ 
ent cause of the leak w as an 
accum ulation of cinders on the 
inside of the pipe. Som e resi­ 
dents com plained that their wa­ 
ter was shut off for three hours 
or more. 


The leak 
was expensive in 
term s of tim e, m anpower and 
lost w ater, but the total cost 
is not in yet. Finding the leak 
required using jackham m ers to 
cut through 12 inches of pave­ 
m ent. 


The street will have to be re­ 
paired with nine inches of con­ 
crete and three inches of as­ 
phalt, Botterman said. 
Another cost caused by the 
leak will be that of repairing a 
water valve along Irving Park 
Road. The valve w as dam aged 
during the attenpt to regulate 
the water flow at the tim e of the 
leak.

recom m ended 
that 
R oselle check these valves on 
a 
rotating 
basis.’’ 
Botterman 
said, “but we think we can’t 
afford it. Checking them periodi-1 
cady would prevent just this 
sort of thing about 90 per cent 
of the tim e.’’

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“ When we were asked to put 
in our own sidewalk 
a year 
ago, I checked with contractors, 
and they told m e it would cost 
65 cents a square foot to in­ 
stall the concrete,” one man 
told the board. “ Now I’d like to 
know how much i f s going to 
cost with the village putting in 
the 
concrete. 
I’ve 
heard ru­ 
m ors, 
but 
nobody 
seem s 
to 
know what the new cost is.” 


Robert Frantz, village presi­ 
dent, replied that the rumored 
costs w ere probably too high, 
but the board does not know 
I the exact cost yet. “ I would es­ 
tim ate that the cost will 
be 
from 20 to 30 per cent higher 
now than it would have been a 
year ago for residents to install 
their own sidewalks.

w alks,” he em phasized. “ It in­ 
cludes grading, repairing lawns 
and 
installing 
culverts 
where 
needed.’* 


An irritated Mrs. Alfred C. 
E ngel, of 112 W. M aple, asked 
the 
board 
the 
reason 
why 
healthy 
elm 
trees 
w ere 
cut 
down along M aple Street. 


This is like locking the barn 
door after the horse is stolen,” 
she said, “ but I want to strenu­ 


ously object to the rem oval of 
healthy elm trees. 
The trees 
w eren’t 
tagged 
for 
rem oval, 
but 
they 
w ere 
rem oved 
two 
days before sew er excavation 
began on M aple.” 
“ It doesn’t m ake sen se,” she 
said. “ We spend thousands of 
dollars 
to 
prune 
and 
spray 
trees 
and 
then 
rem ove 
ones 
that aren’t even diseased. One 
of the main reasons w e bought 
a lot (Mi Maple was because of 
the beautiful trees.” 


BUILDING Inspector William 
C. Manns said that the side­ 
walk at St. 
W alter’s Catholic 
Church was originally construct­ 
ed 
on 
the 
church 
property. 
“ Now that sidewalk is being re­ 
m oved and a new (Hie is being 
built out on the village property 
where 
it 
belongs. 
The 
trees 
were 
rem oved 
because 
they 
were in the way of the im ­ 
provem ents.” 
Mrs. Engel asked the board 
if it had been aw are of the 
tree rem oval, and board m em ­ 
bers said they w ere not. 
Another resident asked if con­ 
tractors had the right to cut 
down a tree without obtaining 
perm ission first. Frantz replied 
that the board had not intended 
to give such perm ission. “ We’re 
not in favor of wantonly cutting 
down trees.” the president said. 
The resident called attention 


to an incident in which a bull­ 
dozer had ram m ed into an elm 
tree, leaving a two-foot gash. 
The dozer operator reportedly 
said that the tree hadn’t been 
worth anything anyway. 
Manns 
said 
that 
the 
tree 
should live as long as the bark 
had 
not 
been 
rem oved 
all 
around the tree. “ It was care­ 
lessness 
on 
the 
part 
of 
the 
operator, but we can ’t be there 
every 
m inute, watching 
what 
they do. That’s why we dem and 
a bond. If they destroy som e­ 
thing, they have to repair it 
before they can get thei: m oney 
back.” 


It’s ironic about these trees,” 
Mrs. Engel said. In a recent 
newspaper (R egister) article the 
tree program was 
praised 
in 
R oselle, and M aple Street was 
m entioned 
as proof that elm 
trees could be protected.” 
Now the healthy trees are 
being rem oved,” Mrs. Engel re­ 
peated. 


Other residents asked more 
questions about sidew alks 
and 
w ere told that the special as- 


one resident shook 
his head, 
“But it doesn’t seem fair.” 
Manns denied that residents 
could ever have built sidewalks 
for 65 cents per 
square 
foot. 
“They might have got that price 
if the contractor had built their 
house and done all 
the 
other 
concrete work. I doubt if any 
contractor would have taken a 
sidewalk job for less than 75 
cents per square foot.” 
He said that the cost of vil­ 
lage 
installation 
of 
sidew alks 
would run 62 cents per square 
foot without the added cost of 
grading, 
grass 
and 
repairing 
drivew ays. 
Just before the m eeting closed 
Frantz again referred 
to 
the 
sidewalk subject: 
“Today I saw a young lady 
with two or three children walk­ 
ing down the street pushing a 
baby buggy. She had no place 
to push 
the 
buggy,

street was bumpy. It rem inded 
m e of how badly we need side­ 
walks.

seem minor, but we need them 
sessm ent m eans that even those as indications of a civilized so- 
persons 
who

the costs with persons who do 
need extra work to prepare for 
sidew alks.

Operation Elephant is going to extend far beyond the bounds 
of DuPage County, come 1968 if credence is given to reports in 
“ weekly tribune, Switzerland’s only English language news­ 
paper'’ which in its Aug. 6 issue made a thorough assessment of 
the Detroit riots and their aftermath. 
“ Violence in the streets will be a major factor in next year’s 
Presidential campaign,” predicts the lead paragraph in a Wash­ 
ington dispatch. 
Some acquaintances of ours returned this week from a 
three-week sojourn in Switzerland, West and East Germany. 
The Detroit riot was the big news in Europe for several days. 
In East Germany the pro-Soviet press waxed eloquent with 
glee pointing out that White American capitalists had stolen their 
property from the Redman and the Negro is now seeking 
compensation for several centuries of unpaid services due him. 
The violence on the streets predicted above is the meaning, 
this Swiss paper days, of the “unprecedented savage attack” on 
the President. The Republican Coordinating Committee which 
posts the names of Eisenhower, Dewey and Nixon threw all 
inhibition to the winds when it “ charged the President with 
personal responsibility for the national crisis which has arisen.” 
This is in contrast with the campaign of 1964, the story 
points out, when Barry Coldwater agreed not to exploit the riots 
in Harlem and Rochester. 
Republicans are uncompromising on the 
principle of enforcement of law and mainte­ 
nance of order throughout the land. This Inter­ 
national 
edition 
of 
the 
“ weekly 
tribune” 
declares “ the Republicans expressly blame the 
President” for having vetoed and opposed 
legislation designed to reestablish peace and 
order within the country. 
The die has been cast: 
“ until this 
BEC 
moment, the approach to America’s urban 
racial crisis has been essentially bi-partisan.” 
The reason for the change is that “something approaching a 
wave of terror” has passed through the land. For the white 
liberals, “ Detroit is the ultimate moment of disenchantment.” 
But in another dispatch, from New York, we get to the nub 
of an outside objective appraisal. All sides are agreed on one 
thing: All the cliches are wrecked. 
“ President Johnson’s instructions to his riot commission 
showed how' bankrupt he felt the old solutions’ had proven.” 
The theme of those instructions is: “ Let your search be

free. Let it be untrammeled by what is called ‘conventional 
wisdom.* ” 
The Liberal position has crystallized in this pessimistic-out­ 
look: w'e did too little, too late for the Negro, now we are seeing 
him go the way of others we failed in Asia, for example. 
This Swiss paper concludes: 
Looting of stores showed that the mainspring of riots is 
economic despair. 
Too many promises were made that could not be quickly 
fulfilled which has intensified Negro frustrations. 
White America is struck numb in disbelief that a few 
armed rioters could handle arms skillfully enough “ to put the 
police and National Guard to rout.” 
Many Negroes are being led down the road to violence by the 
emotion-charged hatred of rabble-rousers absent from the riots. 
The Negro cause has been hurt with the postponement by an 
angry Congress on the Administration’s $2 billion anti-poverty 
bill. Lawmakers of both parties are agreed in their determina­ 
tion “ not to reward the rioters.” 
The 13 questions submitted by the President to the 11- 
member riot commission are called “ bedrock questions” for 
which solid answers are requested. 
Editorially, this Swiss newspaper recalls the recommen­ 
dations by an Ad Hoc Committee a few years ago to end 
poverty with direct payment of a guaranteed income. 
It 
believes the riot commission will come up with this solution. 
Government figures show 32 million poor in our 200 million 
population. Private figures say it is closer to 50 million. What­ 
ever it is, this method of solution is grabbing poverty “ by the 
throat” as Mussolini would have said. 
America is wealthy enough, but does it have wisdom enough 
to see that poverty is at the heart of the race problem? Hungry, 
deprived, frustrated people lose hope even as those who do not 
suffer those misfortunes. 
When hope is lost the destructive 
instincts take over; the discipline we call respect for law and 
order goes down the drain. 
But this need not be so. Give a man confidence in the 
beneficence of democratic society and you build in him loyalty 
and trust in government and respect for law and the rights of 
others. 
Whether you’re motivated by compassion for the 
down­ 
trodden or the philosophy of sound business, reason and common 
sense say that, whatever the cost, this proposition is a bargain 
for the nation.

LaFleur is DuPage County au­ 
ditor. He succeeds Gaze Lukas, 
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within the budget and give competitive pay checks . . . this is 
no easy matter.

There was one man recently, Wall said, who commiserated 
with him saying, “ You’re out of your mind to work for that 
amount. That’s peanuts.” 
.Moving along to Addison Township we can only say nice 
things about its supervisor. Fred Koebbeman. He has one of 
the best attendance records on the board and while he was 
chairman of the very important finance committee Fred’s 
service to the county was certainly “ above and beyond . . 
Now, as a member of that committee, he still has as many 
meetings to attend and yet the load has eased a bit . . . as it 
should. “Sincere” is a pretty good one-adjective label for this 
boy. 
Claude Walker . . . young, bubbling with energy and interest 
in his work, engendered by a journalistic background . . . is the 
new chairman of another important committee . . . legislative. 
I’m banking on Claude to tie together some loose ends and 
seek out new ways to streamline this county’s legislative lobby­ 
ing in Springfield. Only, that task starts right here in good old 
DuPage . . . and it starts now for the 1969 session, Walker points 
out. 
A quiet, plodding worker, not given to many public pro­ 
nouncements, is Elbert Droegemueller. But when assigned a 
task it seems he comes through without fanfare or rolling of 
drums . . . but the results are what counts. 
The newcomer to the Addison-Bloomingdale block is Carl 
Demme. Freshies on the county board, are generally expected 
to sit silently for a year or more voting “ aye” or “ nay” and 
shutting up the rest of the time. 
If that’s what they expected of Carl, they didn’t know 
him very well. It isn’t that he pops off repeatedly just to 
hear the sound of his own voice. He doesn’t. 
But if he needs information he asks for it. And if he has a 
strong opinion, he gives it. Like it or not . . . the other members 
can generally tell just where Carl stands on most important 
issues. 
As for the cost of county government . . . ifs no bargain. I 
don’t think it ever was, or will be. Services cost money. It’s up 
to the voters to determine just how much, and what quality 
services they want to buy. 
In favoring a smaller but full-time county board membership, 
I plug for efficiency and, hopefully, economies of operation that 
come from more professionalism. 
What I also campaign for, every chance I get, is the drawing 
up of a set of rules governing convention trips and the like. I 
think the board is about resigned to putting some reasonable 
brakes on themselves. 
When, and if, they do it will be a more comfortable situation 
all around. Take the Detroit convention of the National Associa­ 
tion of County Officials early this month. So much of real value 
was available to those sincerely interested in county governments 
and their operations. * 
Yet only six went. Surely, to send all 31 members would 
be a foolish waste. But I can think of another half dozen —or 
four—who might have gone along and the county would have 
benefited from what they learned. 
These are difficult times for all political office holders but 
particularly those in positions at the local political divisions of 
government. Change is everywhere and it sort of shakes us up 
now and then.

Let’s back up to Walker again. He credits Supervisor Gerald 
Weeks for forcing awareness of the importance of being prepared 
for BIG changes when this county hits the half-million mark. 
Weeks is the only attorney on the board and has pointed out 
that many, many, many of our state laws were written only for 
Cook County and contain the phrase, “ in counties with a popula­ 
tion of 500,000 or over.” 
A lawyer, or someone who is very knowledgeable about 
state statutes, is called for to research these laws and make 
recommendations to the board for corrective legislation 
where called for. 
Since both St. Clair and Lake counties will be facing the 
same population plight in a matter of a few more years, why 
couldn’t the three counties pool their problem and engage one 
person to perform this monumental task for all?

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Find Flaws in Building Ordinance 
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Bensenville 
A long-awaited building ordi­ 
nance went back to committee 
last Thursday night after Ben­ 
senville village trustees agreed 
there were serious flaws in it. 
Trustee 
Fred 
Hilton 
won 
board concurrence on his objec­ 
tions to the ordinance as it was 
drawn up by Village Atty. Wil­ 
liam Redmond and amended 


and reworked by the board’s 
building committee, headed by 
Trustee William Bychowski 
Hilton’s first objection to the 
ordinance was a passage which 
called for all permits for public, 
semi - public and institutional 
buildings to be submitted to the 
Bensenville Plan Commission for 
review. 
“WHY 
SHOULD 
the 
plan 


commission get into this?” Hil­ 
ton wanted to know. 
He noted there was no time 
limit set for the “review,” and 
he wanted to know, “What do 
they mean, review? What’s a 
review?” 
He said if “review” implies 
waiting for a recommendation, 
then a passage further down on 
the same page would have little 


meaning. 
The second passage calls for 
issuing a permit within IS days 
from receipt of the application, 
if the application is approved. 
Again Hilton demanded, “Why 
should any application for any 
building go to the plan commis­ 
sion?” 
Redmond said he didn't even 
know how the section got into 


the ordinance. “It wasn’t there 
when I drew up the ordinance.” 
No one else apparently knew 
how it got there and. with Hilton 
pressing the issue, the board 
agreed it should be removed. 
THE SECTION would have 
called for a (dan commission re­ 
view “in relation to comprehen­ 
sive or master plan provisions, 
anticipated public works, or oth­ 


er matters under the jurisdic­ 
tion of the plan commission.” 
Trustees also were in agree­ 
ment that a passage covering 
abandoned construction projects 
should be reworded to clarify 
the restoration of the property 
“to its original appearance.” 
The only difficulty was in 
wording the passage to specify 
that such a building had to be 
demolished and the property 
leveled 
if 
construction 
was 
above ground, or brought up to 
level if it involved just a founda­ 
tion or basement. 
HILTON SAID the ordinance 
does not properly solve situa­ 
tions where construction is stop­ 
ped because of inability to get 
financing. 
“We ought to protect our­ 
selves in some manner by hav­ 
ing it spelled out,” he saki. 
BYCHOWSKI said he had 
thought the problem was cover­ 
ed in the Suburban Building 
Code ordinances, 
but Hilton 
noted that code covers only 
residential construction. 
Then it was noted by Trustee 
William 
Hegebarth that 
the 
problem was covered in part in 
another clause later in the same 
ordinance. 
It was agreed to include the 
same wording in the section 
covering abandoned construction 
projects. 
Hilton waived another objec­ 
tion to a section of the ordi­ 
nance which prohibited buildings 
in the process of being moved 
from being allowed to stand in 
the street for more than four 
hours at any time. 
“They’d have to keep moving 
all night,” Hilton said. 
Hegebarth said it normally 
doesn’t take more than a day 
to move a building, and he felt 
the 
passage should be 
left 
intact. 
It was agreed by the board 
that an extension of the four- 
hour time limit could be obtain­ 
ed from the building commis­ 
sioner or police department, 
should that be necessary. 
A SIGNIFICANT change in 
the village’s building codes, as 
provided in the new ordinance, 
is that the builder, not the vil­ 
lage, now must buy materials 
and 
equipment 
for 
utilities 


which then “belong to the build­ 
ing,” or, in effect, to the vil­ 
lage. 
Other sections which may be 
amended slightly would affect 
construction jobs which could 
take longer than a year, even 
with crews working full time. 
Some provision will be made 
for extensions of permits on 
large manufacturing p l a n t s 
which take longer than a year 


to complete. 
It also was decided to be more 
specific about abandoned con­ 
struction projects. It was felt 
12 months, as provided in the 
new ordinance, was too long to 
harbor an abandoned building. 
“The village should be able to 
demolish such a building and 
place a lien against the proper­ 
ty,” Redmond advised.

Chest X-Ray 
Unit Slated 


Hanover Park and Streamwood residents will have the oppor­ 
tunity to have free chest X-rays between Aug. 30 and Sept. I. 
The free chest X-ray survey to find unknown cases of tuber­ 
culosis is sponsored by the Suburban Cook County Tuberculosis 
Sanitarium District, which is tax-supported. The Tuberculosis 
Institute, the Cook County Department of Health and local health 
agencies assist and cooperate in --------- ------- --------------------- 
providing this service. 
Results of the X-ray are re­ 
ported in about two weeks. 
“Your chest X-ray is a valu­ 
able health record. It is not 
only useful to people engaged 
in usch occupations as food 
handling, teaching and barber­ 
ing, but for the general public 
as well,” s a i d Dr. E. A. 
Piszczek, field director of the 
suburban tuberculosis sanitari­ 
um district. 
DR. PISZCZEK urged subur­ 
ban residents to get their chest 
X-ray now and save the record. 
Anyone over 15 is eligible. 
Hanover Park will have a 
one-day s u r v e y Wednesday, 
August 30. The unit will park ut 
Pic-n-Pay, in the shopping cen­ 
ter on Barrington Road, from 
I to 8 p.m. 
Of 554 X-rays taken in Han­ 
over Park last summer, 13 
showed suspect signs of TB. 
As of June 30, 1967 two resi­ 
dents of Hanover Park were 
hospitalized in the District’s 
Hospital - Sanitarium in Hins­ 
dale. 
Streamwood will be the site 
of a two-day survey August 31 
and September L The unit will

‘ Stampography” is what he 
calls it—the slow, precise, and 
delicate process of piecing to­ 
gether a visual 
image from 
canceled postage stamps. 
( 
Taylor's 
first 
stampograph 
was a drab watebasket which 
he felt needed some sprucing 
up. Completed while being used 
in I ay lor" s college dormitory, 
the artistically - improved - 


I upon receptable has served its 
purpose for more than 25 years, j 
Today, Dr. Taylor is still avid­ 
ly continuing his art. Completed 
works adorn the waiting room 
walls of his Milwaukee Avenue 
office. A posing cocker spaniel, 
a steeplechase rider atop a 
thoroughbred jumper and a col­ 
orful scale map of the United 
States at first appear to be oils 
or pastels. Only with a second 
glance does the viewer distin­ 
guish the rhythmic pattern of 
gaily-colored postage stamps. 
\ JEWING the philatelic mo­ 
saic composed of hundreds of 
finely-trimmed postage stamps 
leaves 
little doubt 
with 
th e! 
viewer that Dr. Taylor has in­ 
deed made skillful use of his 
hands. 
A map of Africa completed 
in 1940 was Taylor’s first flat- 
plane 
stampograph. 
“It 
was 
wartime,” he said, “and within 
a few years territorial redistrib­ 
ution made the map obsolete.” 
Nevertheless, the African map 
led the way to many other 
works which were featured in 
a number of displays, winning 
numerous prizes and 
ribbons. I 
Most recent was the British 
North American Philatelic So­ 
ciety convention held at Cal-! 
gary, Alberta, in the Canadian 
Rockies. 
THE NEXT convention Dr. 
Taylor plans to attend is. that 
of the Canadian Philatelic So­ 
ciety of Great Brittain, held in 
East borne, England, from Oct. 
4 to 8. 
Only rare stamps pose Dr. 
Taylor a problem, as dozens of 
friends and clients are contin­ 
ually supplying him with can­ 
celled material. Local business­ 
es also provide him with their 
used postage stamps. 
“One stamp that’s really giv­ 
ing me trouble is the I Vt cent 


I Martha Washington issue,” Tay­ 
lor said, “It was discontinued 
in 1952 and specimens are be­ 
coming difficult to find.” 
Taylor needs the 1% cent is­ 
sue because of the light brown 
color shade, the closest he can 
find to that of a Great Dane 
which is the subject of his latest 
stampograph. 
HIS PROCESS is painstaking. 
After outlining his subject 
in 
soft-lead pencil. Dr. Taylor be­ 
gins to cut the white perforated 
margins off the lightly cancelled 
stamps he intends to use, then 
clipping them so that they will 
piece together without overlap­ 
ping. He uses rubber cement and 
^ forceps for application. 
Colors are well chosen to 
bring out contrast necessary to 
create a scene. In the back­ 
ground 
of 
his 
steeplechase 
stampograph. 
green 
pastures 
and trees, along with a blue 
stream, accent the realistic fig­ 
ures. 
Taylor’s U.S. map, which he 
considers one of his best, pre­ 
sents a different color 
stamp 
for each state—and all stamps 
used are in some way connect- j 
ed to respective 
states. 
For 
example, the Chicago World’s 
fair centennial stamp was used 
for Illinois, the Everglades cen­ 
tennial for Florida, and the 
Great Lakes are composed of 
blue U. S. - Canada friendship 
stamps. 
Due to the recent centennials 
| of newer states, Dr. 
Taylor 
found little difficulty in obtain­ 
ing 
most 
of 
the 
necessary 
stamps. The older New England 
states, however, posed problems 
because m o s t commenorative 
stamps were issued years ago 
and were extremely hard to 
come by. 
TAYLOR 
SPENT nearly a 
| year on the United States map. 
His other works range from 
Christmas cards to coverings 
for jewel boxes and lampshades. 
Many of his hundreds of proj­ 
ects have been given away as 
gifts to friends, while others are 
put on display. 
Almost as important as the 
difficulty 
of 
obtaining 
o I d 
stamps is the need for large, 
heavy, old picture frames, which 
Taylor says he needs badly, as 
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C a r s E x p e n s iv e 
Fixed costs of operating a 
car—such as insurance, regis­ 
tration and depreciation—have 
risen from $807 annually with­ 
in recent years to $982 today. 
Average cost of driving your 
car 10,000 miles costs an addi­ 
tional $380 for a total of $1,362, 
or 13.6 cents a mile to own 
and operate a comparatively 
low-priced car for a year.

The Way We See It 
Newspaper Bill Is 
Free Press Threat 


The Senate antitrust and monopoly 
subcommittee 
is 
currently 
holding 
hearings on Senate Bill 1312, the “Fail­ 
ing Newspaper Act” introduced by Sen. 
Carl Hayden of Arizona. 


Because of the sweep of this legisla­ 
tion, it would place the entire news­ 
paper industry outside the reach of 
federal 
antitrust 
laws 
and 
legalize 
business practices previously condemn­ 
ed by the courts. 


To exempt newspapers from anti­ 
trust laws would place the free press 
of this country in jeopardy. 


Antitrust laws are in the public 
interest. The public suffers when com­ 
petition is suppressed by a monopoly 
freed from control — and this applies 
especially to the field of public infor­ 
mation. 


The press should not be singled out 
as 
the 
only 
enterprise 
in 
which 
competition is not advisable. 
To the 
contrary, the widest possible dissemin­ 
ation of news and ideas is essential to 
the survival of our democracy. 
This 
requires the press, above all ochers, 
be kept free of anti-competitive com­ 
binations and behavior. 


Chief supporters of the Hayden 
bill are big city daily and national 
chain 
newspaper 
publishers 
who 
plead for special privilege because 
the newspaper industry is “sick” and 
in deep financial trouble. 


Such claims are more likely to be 
ploys to build a case for the handful of 
press lords who want to change anti­ 
trust laws. 


It is true the newspaper industry is 
undergoing vast changes, and it cer­ 
tainly is not without problems. But 
these are not fatal problems, and news­ 
papers generally are healthy, prosper­ 
ous, and growing. 


From 1940 to 1965, while adult popu­ 
lation increased 24 per cent, total U. S. 
newspaper circulation rose 50 per cent. 
Combined circulation of the nation’s 
1,800 
daily 
newspapers 
is 
now 
60 
million and expected to reach 70.5 
million by 1976. 


Newspaper advertising 
in 
1966 
totalled $4.7 billion—IO times greater 
than in 1936—and current newspaper 


advertising volume is larger than all 
magazine and TV advertising com­ 
bined. 


These are not characteristics of a 
“ sick” industry. 


We are inclined to agree with those 
critics who suspect the real purpose of 
S. 1312 is to enable big city operators to 
better combat increasing competitive 
pressures from other newspapers, par­ 
ticularly in the suburbs. 


Many big city dailies have been 
hard hit by the post-war shift to 
suburbia and the accompanying decen­ 
tralization of retailing and marketing. 
This is one of the major changes taking 
place in the newspaper industry, and 
the demise of several major dailies has 
been traced in part to declining subur­ 
ban readership and stiffer competition 
from prospering suburban media. 


The tremendous growth of suburban 
newspapers and their increased com­ 
petitiveness was acknowledged by G. 
O. 
Markuson, 
general 
manager 
of 
Hearst newspapers, in his testimony 
before the Senate subcommittee. 
He 
said growth of such media in an ever- 
expanding suburban m arket had di­ 
verted substantial circulation and ad­ 
vertising revenues from metropolitan 
daily newspapers. * 


The Hayden bill would eliminate all 
protection as it now exists for these 
smaller publications, which would be 
left at the mercy of big newspapers no 
longer restrained 
by antitrust laws 
prohibiting 
pricing 
agreements 
and 
other predatory practices designed to 
thwart competition. 


If newspapers are to continue to 
play a 
viable, 
vital 
role in 
our 
society, 
there 
must 
be 
variety, 
diversity, and independence in Amer­ 
ican journalism. Such a role can be 
achieved only 
by the competitive 
forces of the open market place, with 
the success or failure of any news­ 
paper based on the quality of its 
product 
and 
the 
integrity 
of 
its 
service to public and advertiser. 


We are opposed to Senate Bill 1312. 
There is no justification for mutilation 
of antitrust policy, and such action 
would only endanger the continuance 
of a free and competitive press.

Gates said last Monday, his 
first day officially in office, 
he will follow the programs 
established by former super­ 
intendent Roy DeShane. 
GATES HAS actually held 
the office of superintendent 
since April 24, when DeShane 
suffered a heart attack. He 
worked for 12 years as De- 
Shane’s assistant, and is fa­ 
miliar with the workings of 
county schools. 
His first official day in of­ 
fice was a busy one. It was 
marked by a move from 
cramped to not-so-cramped 
quarters. The new office is 
at 340 E. Willow in Wheaton, 
and while it offers “a little 
more room,” Gates said 
large meetings will 
still 
have to be held in schools 
or restaurants.

When the move is com­ 
plete, Gates wants to get 
down to business with a meet­ 
ing of school superintendents 
in the county to outline the 
most needed programs. 
Three on the list right now 


are a county special educa­ 
tion coordinator, study of a 
test 
scoring 
service, 
and 
“something tangible and help­ 
ful in teacher recruitment.” 
THE COUNTY will continue 
with and upgrade the film li­ 
brary and teacher workshops 
started under DeShane, Gates 
said. 
Another program Gates will 
continue, though he doesn’t 
know exactly what steps he 
will take, is the move for in­ 
termediate school districts. 
In some cases these will 
cover the same ground as 
the present county districts, 
in others several counties 
will be in one district. In 
Cook County there would 
probably 
be 
several dis­ 
tricts. 
Any 
work done on this 
proposal, which both he and 
DeShane support, would have 
to be on the state level, Gates 
said. 
GATES’ GOAL for schools 
in DuPage county is to pro­ 
vide the service necessary to 


see that every student has the 
opportunity to get all the edu­ 
cation he finds necessary. 
State junior colleges are 
part of the same ideal, 
he 
said, but he called the pro­ 
gram expensive to the com­ 
munity. 
Gates has four children— 
“they all went to college.” 
Terry is an assistant in­ 
structor of band at North­ 
ern Illinois University in 
DeKalb, Richard is an aero­ 
nautics engineer for Boeing 
Aircraft, Dorothy is a legal 
secretary in Chicago, and 
Susan, the wife of the theol­ 
ogy student, is a medical 
technologist. 
Gates is a member of the 
DuPage Valley Division of the 
Illinois Education Association, 
the Association for Supervision 
and Curriculum Development, 
the American Association of 
School 
Administrators, and 
will soon become a member 
,of the legislative committee 
of the Northern I l l i n o i s 
Roundtable. 


Swivel Chair Comments 
Somehow, Living Goes On 


A Valuable Review 


A bill enjoying the support of Repre­ 
sentatives Donald Rumsfeld (R-13th) 
and John Erlenborn (R-14th), 
which 
would authorize a study of the efficiency 
of the executive branch of the federal 
government, has been introduced 
in 
Congress. Although the bill needs work 
—particularly to eliminate the complete 
blank check financing of the study—we 
support the objectives of this proposal 
and hope Congress authorizes a study. 


The bill would establish a 14-member 
bi-partisan Commission on the Organi­ 
zation of the Executive Branch of Gov­ 
ernment, with membership appointed 
by the President, the president pro tem 
of the Senate and the speaker of the 
House of Representatives. Purpose of 
the commission would be to “study and 
investigate the present organization and 
methods of operation of all departments,- 
bureaus, 
agencies, 
boards, 
commis­ 
sions, offices, 
independent establish­ 
ments and instrumentalities of the exec­ 
utive branch.” 


In annoucing support of the bill, 


Rumsfeld 
noted. 
“Since the second 
Hoover Commission last studied this 
problem (effective organization and ef­ 
ficiency in the federal government) 12 
years ago, the executive branch has 
greatly expanded and diversified. There 
has been far too little review of the 
Executive Branch from either Congress 
or the public.” 


A member of the House committee 
on science and astronautics, Rumsfeld 
pointed out the investigation of the 
Apollo fire tragedy revealed Congress 
was 
getting 
incomplete 
information 
from the executive agency. Continuing 
study of the executive branch is a basic 
responsibility of Congress. 
The study 
being proposed would aid Congress in 
more effectively carrying out its duty. 


The commission would be charged 
with submitting a series of interim re­ 
ports, a one-year comprehensive report 
and a final report upon dissolving after 
its two-year study. 
This information 
would aid Congress in its continuing 
review of the federal government.

BUT, IT ALL seemed worth 
it when we neared the roar of 
engines, and tingled with the 
same excitement drivers must 
feel as starting time draws 
close. 
In order to reach a fa­ 
vorite parking place, it was 
necessary to take a narrow 
dirt road running parallel 
to the track, itself. It was 
almost impossible not to 
feel an odd thrill as we 
traveled side by side with 
a speeding Ferrari, even if 
it was only for a split sec­ 
ond. 
Arriving at our destination, 
we hurried to the starting 
line. Since it was only my 
second trip to the track, I 
found it difficult to remember 
all the important things to 
notice. To tell the truth, I 
was proud to be able to an­ 
nounce to my companions that 
a Corvette was the lead car!

I WAS AMAZED to learn 
most racing cars don’t include 
a speedometer. Thinking how 
lost I’d be without one, I was 
told a tachometer is all a driv­ 
er really needs to judge his 
speed. 
Everything in a s p o r t s 
car, obviously, is designed 
for speed. All the gauges 
are marked. Oil pressure, 
temperature and other indi­ 
cators that seemingly driv­ 
ers w o u l d automatically 
recognize, are labeled. A 
knowledgeable 
s p e c t a- 
tor explained, 
“A driver 
m u s t know immediately 
what he’s l o o k i n g at, 
and not have to rely on his 
recall power.” 
Excitement mounted as Sat­ 
urday’s big race, the “Badger 
200” neared the last lap. The 
driver of a Shelby Mustang 
seemed to intentionally force 
his car into an eight or ten- 
foot bank bordering the track. 
Among awed spectators, I was 
amazed to learn the Mus­ 
tang’s brakes had failed and 
a deliberate crash was the 
only way to stop.

Lorenz: Land Values Boom 
When Interchange Goes In 


Increased traffic and improv­ 
ed transportation facilities that 
are being made available by 
Illinois’

pecially at interchanges. 
Director Francis S. Lorenz of 
the Illinois Department of Pub­ 
lic Works and Buildings, and his 
guest, H. R. Hanley, engineer 
of the Right-of-Way of the Illi­ 
nois Division of Highways, re­ 
ported on the changing attitudes 
of residents of areas affected 
by the expanding system in a 
radio speech from Springfield 
this week.

that the department would be 
dumping traffic in the towns. 
Now, he said, everyone would 
like an interchange so they 
won’t be passed up by the in­ 
terstate traffic.

It was pointed out that the 
Division of Highways is in a 
unique position in that it must 
represent fairly the interest of 
both the buyer and the seller. 
NORMALLY,

tempts to obtain the highest pos­ 
sible price and a buyer the low­ 
est possible price. 
It is the purpose of the bureau 
of highways to determine a 
price that is fair and accepta­ 
ble to both, thus avoiding court 
action, Dir. Lorenz said.

weather weeds are frustrated 
by the changing season and 
give little trouble to new grass 
seedlings. Then too if a new 
lawn is being installed, think 
how easily the soil cultivates 
now, 
compared to the cold 
sticky mud of spring. 
Cultivate the seedbed of a 
new lawn at least a couple 
of inches deep, mixing in some 
fertilizer. Complete lawn fertili­ 
zers, such 
as 
10-6-4, 
10-8-6, 
10-10-10 or some similar analy­ 
sis, will work very well at the 
rate of 15 to 20 pounds per 
1,000 square feet. Leave the 
surface 
loose 
and 
crumbly. 
Then spread the seed of fine- 
textured grasses over the soil. 
Labels 
now 
usually 
identify 
grasses as rough or fine tex­ 
tured. 
THE TINY seeds will sift 
nicely into the soil crevices, 
and in most cases need no rak­ 
ing or rolling. Although mulch­ 
ing with seedless straw, ex­ 
celsior, 
peatmoss 
or 
special 
mats will help to conserve 
moisture and reduce washing, 
they are not often recommend­ 
ed for a new lawn, particularly 
on level land. They may be 
considered for steep slopes that 
have not been sodded. 
After seeding, water well to 
get 
sprouting 
started, 
after 
which light sprayings whenever 
the 
soil 
surface 
dries 
will 
assure a good stand of quality 
grass within just a few weeks. 
Equally uncomplicated is the 
encouragement 
and 
improve­ 
ment of existing turf. Fertilize 
Kentucky bluegrass 
at least 
o n c e 
and 
possibly 
twice, 
through the autumn. Even fine 
fescue, in shade, should be 
given enough fertilizer for both 
grass and tree. 
WHEN INSTALLING the new 
lawn consider the fact that blue- 
grasses and fescues are not 
bothered by frost; indeed, they 
grow best when nights are cold, 
and the days bright and sunny. 
When weather is crisp the food 
that the bluegrass leaf makes 
by day is stored in sturdy roots 
and spreading stems. Whatever 
you do to encourage growth 
in the next few weeks, builds 
the lawn's future.

Follow Your Nose To Relief 


Pollen-counting time is upon 
the country again. 
As the count rises by mid- 
August hay fever sufferers flee 
the cities and valleys seeking 
comfort and relief in the moun­ 
tain and seashore regions of the 
nation. These areas are rela­ 
tively free of the culprit, the 
ragweed plant. 
The Chicago Motor Cl lib-AAA, 
which gets many requests for 
locations affording relief, ad­ 
vises hay sufferers that the re­ 
gion west of the Cascade Moun­ 
tains of Oregon and Washing­ 
ton is considered to have the 
lightest incidence of ragweed 
pollen in the nation. Alaska al­ 
so is almost completely free of 
the sneeze provoker. 
The CMC-AAA says that a 
good degree of relief can be 
obtained, too, in the wooded 
areas 
of 
extreme 
northern 
Michigan, 
Minnesota, 
N ew 
Hampshire and Maine, as well 
as in the central Adirondacks 
and in the extreme southern tip 
of Florida. 
In the Rocky Mountain states, 
ragweeds always are present in 
farming areas, but are largely 
absent in desert and forested 
regions. 
THE SEASON of ragweed pol­ 
len distribution in most areas 
is confined most to August and 
September, but along the Gulf 
coast, the weeds are still ac­ 
tive. Southeastern California and 
Arizona have an early ragweed 
season. March throu^ i May. 
In cultivated areas of Central 
Florida the season begins 
in 
June and lasts until November. 
The season is long also in the 
Brownsville section of Texas. 
Although as a general rule 
high altitude, wooded and sea­ 
shore areas offer the best re­ 
lief, sometimes local patches of 
ragweed exist even in these 
places. The CMC-AAA cautions 
that even the areas which gen­ 
erally are free of pollen still 
may bring problems to those 
who are extremely sensitive. 
The club advised hay fever 
suffers to take it easy when 
driving during the pollen sea­ 
son. The allergy may cause

Window Selection, Placement 
Keys to Effective Daylighting 


Windows and window arrange­ 
ment are two important items 
sometimes 
overlooked 
when 
builders and buyers become in­ 
volved with the more obvious 
aspects of planning a new home. 
And unless ample consideration 
is given to window placement 
during the planning phases, a 
sadder but wiser homeowner 
may later be reminded that 
windows are more than enclos­ 
ed points of view. 
Sunlight coming through win­ 
dows enhances the physical 
and psychological comfort of 
the occupants in any room. Be­ 
cause of the importance of prop­ 
er daylighting, time should be 
spent realistically planning win­ 
dow design and placement in a 
new home. 
The distribution of light com­ 
ing through a window at any 
given time is influenced by the 
position of the house in relation 
to the sun, by the size and 
shape of the windows, and by 
the type of glass used in the 
opening. And since the position 
of 
the 
sun’s 
path 
changes 
throughout the year, proper ori­ 
entation of the house in relation 
to the sun’s position is perhaps 
the most important factor to 
consider. 


A SOUTHERN exposure opens 
the house to the maximum 


to the greatest amount of de- an operating section in the low- 
sirable solar heat in the winter. 
Overhangs, shading these win­ 
dows in the summer, can be 
designed to permit winter sun 
to enter the room. In warmer 
climates where a northern ex­ 
posure often is favored to min­ 
imize heat gain, when a view 
is to the south, shading devises 
can be arranged to minimize 
beat gain.

WHEN SELECTING 
operat­ 
ing windows, choose styles with 
narrow divisions. Vertical di­ 
visions are less distracting to 
the view than horizontal ones. 
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For a broad, shallow distribu­ 
tion of light, such as desirable 
in bedrooms and as supplement­ 
al sijje lights, short, wide win­ 
dows are recommended. Tall, 
narrow windows, as used in 
hallways and stairwells, give 
deep distribution.

A hostess can be carefree 
and confident when her food is 
prepared well ahead of ber 
gueks’ arrival. 
This is Mrs. Lloyd E. Liv­ 
ingston’s formula for successful 
entertaining, and her favorite 
recipes are those that must be 
made in advance. 
One is an elegant dessert 
that is refrigerated a day be­ 


fore serving. Called an Angel 
Food Torte, it can be made 
either with a cake bought at a 
food mart, one made with pre­ 
pared mix or one baked from 
scratch. 


Broken into pieces in a large 
pan, the angel food cake is 
covered with a creamy chiffon 
custard, spread with whipped 
cream and topped with a fla­ 
vorful butterscotch topping.

1 tablespoon unflavored gelatine 
Vt cup cold water 
3 eggs, separated 
I hi cups milk, scalded 
3/4 cup sugar 
1% teaspoons vanilla 
2 cups whipping cream, whipped 
I medium-size angel food cake 
Soften gelatine in hi cup cold water. 
Mix egg yolks, hi cup sugar and scalded milk in pan. 
Stir constantly until thick. Remove from teat. Add softened 
gelatine and hi teaspoon vanilla. Stir until gelatine dissolves. 
Chill until mixture mounds. Fold in half of whipped cream. 
Heat remaining L4 cup sugar into stiffly-beaten egg 
whites. Fold into first mixture. 
Break cake into a 9 by 13-inch pan and pour mixture 
over. Refrigerate two hours. Spread remaining whipped 
cream over top. 
Refrigerate overnight or several hours 
before covering with the following topping:

Mix brown sugar and flour in heavy pan. Add remaining 
ingredients and cook over low heat until thick. Cool and 
dribble or spread over the cake. Store in the refrigerator.

SAFEGUARD YOUR HEALTH

Thanks to effective rabies 
vaccination programs the cry of 
“mad dog” is seldom heard 
these days in urban areas. Our 
rural friends are not so lucky. 
Rabies, a disease of the cen­ 
tral nervous system, is on the 
increase in rural areas. Caused 
by a virus, the disease is trans­ 
mitted to humans through the 
bite of a rabid animal. 
Since all warm blooded ani­ 
mals are susceptible, the farm­ 
er has the double worry of being 
bitten himself or of having his 
domestic farm animals bitten by 
a rabid animal. 
WILDLIFE ANIMALS - par­ 
ticularly bats, skunks, foxes and 
raccoons — are prime targets 
or rabies and should be avoided 
by man. Squirrels and domestic 
cats and dogs also can contdact 
the disease. 
In man, the symptoms of ra­ 
bies develop within 14 to 90 days 
after the bite except when the 
bite is on the face or head. 
Then, the symptoms may de­ 
velop much sooner. Once the 
symptoms develop, death fol- j 
lows. Few men die of rabies but 
each year some 30,000 American j 
receive expensive and some- j 
times painful anti-rabies treat-1 
ments after being bitten by a 
suspected animal. 
Last year more than 3,600 j 
cases of animal rabies were re­ 
ported in the United States. If 
yoj are bitten by an animal,; 
even a domestic pet, immediate­ 
ly suspect rabies for at differ­ 
ent stages of the disease the j 
animal may act overly affec- j 
tionate, aggressive, drowsy or 
strange. 
Prevention and control of ra- j 
hies is possible with a few sim-, 
pie steps: 
1. Teach your children 
to! 
avoid wild animals, including 
squirrels, and to report any ani­ 
mal bite immediately—even if 
the animal is the family dog. j 
2. Don’t allow children to ex-j 
plore unknown caves where bats 
may congregate. 
3. Have all domestic pets vac-1 
cinated against rabies. Don’t 
treat ill farm animals yourself 
—call a veterinarian. 
4. Report stray animals to the 


authorities. 
5. Don’t allow your pet to 
chase squirrels or engage in 
dog or cat fights. 
SHOULD YOU be bitten by an 
animal, scrub the wound with 
soap and water and call your 
doctor. Don’t kill the animal, if 
possible. He can be studied for 
symptoms of rabies if captured 
! alive. 
Report the bite to your board 
of health. If the animal is alive 
and can be observed for symp­ 
toms, put your doctor in contact 
with your veterinarian. 
In out-and-out cases of bites 
from rabid animals, your doctor 
I would begin vaccination at once. 
Even here, the price is right—a 
little discomfort for your life.

SUPPLIERS OF advertising 
mats, color comic supplements, 
news gathering services, a n d 
distributing services could also 
be coerced to boycott any com­ 
petitor or potential competitor 
of the “failing” suburban paper.

become legalized include forced 
unit advertising and circulation 
rates, and using the profits from 
one operation to support operat­ 
ing a second newspaper at a 
loss so as to drive out competi­ 
tors or to prevent e n t r y in 
another area. 
“This bill, if passed, would 
eliminate all protection as it 
now exists for smaller publi­ 
cations within the circulation 
area of a large newspaper,” 
said Paddock. “It has been 
written as if a particular met­ 


ropolitan area had one suc­ 
cessful daily newspaper and 
one failing daily newspaper 
and no other news media— 
no third m e t r o p o l i t a n 
daily, no satellite city daily, 
no suburban or weekly news­ 
paper, no r a d i o or TV sta­ 
tions.” 
He added: “Those of us who 
are concerned at the uniformity 
developing in UL S. newspapers 
see the Hayden bill as posing 
another threat to the variety and 
diversity provided by free and 
independent newspaper voices.
